HAMS MAKE HISTORY 

A pair of Hams have made aviation history in their attempt to be 
the first to fly non-stop around the world. The two are pilots Dick 
Rutan (KB6LQS) and Jeana Yeager (KB6LQR). They attempted 
this feat in a specially built aircraft named Voyager. The ‘‘push- 
pull’’ twin engine plane was designed by Dick Rutan’s brother, 
Burt. It is built mainly of wood, composition materials and even 
styrofoam. The airplace has a wingspan which is almost that of a 
giant Boeing 747, but its average cruise speed has been about 125 
mph and average altitude of about 7000. It left Edwards Air Force 
Base in California’s Mojave Desert on Sunday, December 14 
carrying 1900 gallons of fuel. 

While Rutan and Yeager and many of the operations people in- 
volved with the flight are hams, and while there is amateur gear 
aboard Voyager, no amateur radio communication from the air- 
craft was expected. The ham station was put on board for 
emergency back-up purposes only. The Voyager’s callsign was 
AFS6VO, with most communications having taken place on 6.550 
and 13.312 MHz. Some voice also used the MARS frequencies of 
11.407 and 17.487 MHz. Communications relay back to home base 
was via Satellite. A commemorative operation by the Antelope 
Valley Amateur Radio Club station K6OX was on the air to honor 
the flight, and though several other clubs also ran commemorative 
operations, the one by K6OX was the only one known to be officially 
sanctioned. They operated approximately 20 kHz up from the 
bottom edge of the General Class phone bands on 75 through 10 
meters, and there was local operation on 2 meters. 

Just before our press deadline, we learned that the Voyager’s 
primary frequency of 6550 kHz was being maliciously interfered 
with by strong signals somewhere in the US Midwest. Recordings 
of false course information being transmitted to the aircraft was 
being turned over to the FCC’s monitoring station at Grand Island, 
Nebraska, for use in an investigation. 

As this story is prepared, KB6LQR and KB6LQS are over the 
Caribbean on their way towards Mexico. If the flight continues to 
stay as far ahead of schedule as it is, the two history makers should 
have landed at Edwards Air Force Base in southern California 
before noon on Tuesday the 23rd. This would give them an extra 
day for their bruises to heal before Christmas. Tnx W9JUV,

Check your license expiration date NOW! 

If your license was issued prior to January 1, 1984, you may 
renew it at any time during the five-year grace period beginning 
with its expiration date. You will be assigned a new call if you 
renew more than two years into that five-year period. If the full 
five-year grace period has elapsed you lose your call and must be 
retested. If your license was issued January 1, 1984, or later, your 
grace period is two years. If the grace period has expired you have 
lost your call and you will have to be retested. If you apply for 
renewal under the grace period you must not operate until your 
new license arrives.

WHY DO WE NEED LATITUDE AND LONGITUDE? 
(From The Amateur Radio Guide, Portsmouth, VA, WB4BAB, Ed.) 

Lattitude and longitude provide the means for locating a place 
anywhere on the earth’s surface. If we want to locate a place in 
terms of its position north or south, we refer to the latitude. We call 
the line running around the center of the earth the equator. It has 
zero latitude. As we go north of the equator, we have north latitude 
and as we go south of it, we have south latitude. 

Imagine lines drawn around the earth at regular distances north 
and south of the equator. These lines are called ‘‘parallels,,”’ 
because they are parallel to each other and to the equator. The 
distance between each line is measured not in miles but in degrees. 

A degree is 1/360 of a circle. 

Every 15 degrees we have another line of latitude. As we reach 
the north pole we have 90 degrees latitude north and at the south 
pole we have 90 degrees south. 

Now suppose we want to measure distance east and west. The 
measurement we use is called longitude. A long time ago it was 
decided to use a line that passed through Greenwich, England, as 
the zero line for longitude. Lines of longitude are called .... 
“meridians,’’ so the line passing through Greenwich is the prime 
meridian. 

As we move west of this line we have east longitude and as we 
move west we have west longitude. So by using latitude and 
longitude, we can tell the exact place on the surface of the earth 
where anythingis.. . ar.

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STOLEN EQUIPMENT INFORMATION SERVICE 
By Jan Zysko, N4MEI - Paragon Technologies 

There seems to be a recent increase in the number of amateurs 
having equipment stolen in the South Florida Area. Two meter 
mobile rigs seem to be a popular target even in cases when other 
high-tech equipment (cellular phones, radar detectors, scanners, 
etc.) was just as accessible. In the ten or so cases we’ve heard of in 
the past few months, the MO has been the same — late night or 
early morning smash-and-grab from a locked car parked at home. 

In an effort to at least insure ourselves that our next purchase of 
used equipment is legit, the Florida Skip is hosting a stolen 
equipment information service. Through the data services of 
Paragon Technologies, we will maintain an information file on the 
stolen equipment (MAKE, MODEL, SERIAL NUMBER, IDEN- 
TIFYING MARKS, MODIFICATIONS, etc.) along with the par- 
ticulars. of the victim (NAME, ADDRESS, PHONE, CLUB 
MEMBERSHIPS) and specifics of the robbery (WHERE, WHEN, 
HOW, POLICE CASE or REPORT NUMBER and CONTACT 
NAME, PHONE NUMBER, etc.). We will regularly run a stolen 
equipment listing in the Skip for your benefit. A central repository 
of this type of information that is accessible by fellow hams is 
sorely needed in today’s climate where the criminal appears to 
have more rights than the victim. Besides, who knows our equip- 
ment better, who can recognize a non-ham by merely listening to 
his radio procedures and who provides (at least part of) a large 
market for radio equipment? 

One day we hope to have a toll-free hot-line that anyone can call 
and see if a particular piece of equipment is listed as stolen. If it is, 
a caller can just leave a ‘‘tip’”’ of where the equipment is and we'll 
notify the proper authorities. No need to let us know who you are 
but it would make it easier. In the meantime, we’ll have to rely on 
building and accessing the data base by mail or you can call in your 
info or request and leave the particulars on our recorder at (305) 
238-7226. Please don’t ask us to return vour call unless its local or

Would you like to have your own callsign on the new Challenger 
license plates? I would! 

Well, the Florida State Legislature forgot to include us ‘‘Hams’’ 
in the provisions which allow others to purchase these Challenger 
plates! 

Please join us in sending a request to the State Legislature. A 
sample letter is: 

Dear State Legislator: 

As an Amateur Radio Operator, I am disappointed to learn 
that the Legislature has not made any provision for Amateur 
Call Letters to be available on the Challenger license plates. 

The State of Florida has, for years, made special 
provisions for ‘‘Ham”’ radio operators to have call letters on 
our tags. We had this privilege long before personalized tags 
were offered to Floridians. This is due to the public service 
that amateurs provide to the various communities. Our tags 
are recognized by Red Cross, Civil Defense, Police, Fire and 
Sheriff Departments. 

I have been advised by Bill King of the State Tag Agency 
that because ‘‘No provisions were made’’ for amateurs, I 
cannot have a Challenger tag with my call letters. Many 
amateurs would like to honor the memory of the Challenger 
Astronauts in this way. 

Please do whatever is necessary to add this provision to the 
law to allow call letters like mine to the beautiful Challenger 
tag.

WB4RFC 
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DX IN FLORIDA 
By Tom Mannix, WA4YLD 

Hello DXers from the SFDXA. All requests for information or 
comments about the column should be directed to W4WJ, Don, via 
the callbook address, or the repeater 147.930/330. 

The bands really came to life this past two weeks. Everyone — 
even the most jaded DXer wanted to be the first to contact the new 
country! The rumors and apprehensions were fed with the doings of 
the 3YIEE - 3Y2GV DXpedition to the Antarctic island of Peter 
Island. The bands were constantly monitored for contacts with the 
ship carrying them to determine progress and weather conditions. 
The word was that they were nearing the island and the weather 
was good for that part of the world. 

Finally, on Friday, January 24, they started operating and the 
bands were pure bedlam for about seven days. The spread of 
listening frequencies was unbelieveable!!! On 20 meters they were 
transmitting on 14.145 MHz and listening 14.170 and up in 20 kHz 
intervals to 14.250. Fifteen meters was about the same — trans- 
mitting 21.195 MHz and listening 21.250 and up at 20 kHz intervals to 
21.350. Needless to say, many hams were really upset that the 
bands were so disrupted. The CW frequencies were not as 
widespread but still the pileups were the largest and wildest that I 
have yet experienced. 

The 40 and 75 meter operations were almost as widespread. Many 
nights the operators promised to work the USA and did not — 
MUCH GRINDING OF TEETH!!! A couple of short operations on 
10 meters produced local contacts and as late as the last Sunday 
afternoon 10 meters CW produced for the locals. 

The size and ferocity of these pileups made even the most ac- 
complished DXer utilize the best of his skills — and for a long 
period of time before the contact was confirmed. On the repeater 
the ‘“‘spotting network’’ was soon in operation announcing the 
frequencies where contacts had just been made. This was where 
the club members with two receivers or multiple memory trans- 
ceivers excelled. This spotting allowed many less experienced (or 
less talented) people to make the contact. 

I believe that SFDXA has a 95% record of contacts and I know 
that K8UNP, Pete has contacts on all five bands. It took a lot of 
operating time — but it was a lot of fun. It also brought out of the 
“woodwork’”’ a lot of the club members who had not been active 
recently. QSL GO VIA LA6VM, G.L.! 

Now we’re trying to work the gang on XF3DX — more fun! 


SPACELAB MISSION D1 — THE DL Ilk 
By Kai, KF4PT 

‘Heir ist DPOSL”’ — And here’s some recent word from Germany 
about Spacelab D1 which flew on Space Shuttle Challenger mission 
61-A in the fall of 1985. That flight featured amateur radio station 
DPOSL, with transmissions on two meters and reception on UHF. 
Our man in Taunustein Germany, Mr. Gerhard Batz, spoke with 
the DF VLR people recently about the operation and reports that 
there seemed to be a feeling by them that the D1 mission should be 
“Kept secret’’ from hams outside Europe. Indeed my own ham 
contacts also said that there was little cooperation with NASA 
Houston hams. 

Seems that the operation was tightly controlled by strictly im- 
posed RULES and REGULATIONS. For example, if a call sign was 
heard more than three times per orbit, it would be disregarded for 
QSL purposes. The ham operations on D1 were of little interest 
from the communications point of view, because of the large link 
margins. Nevertheless, most hams had difficulties because they 
did not account for doppler shift at UHF. 

DFVLR is currently evaluating future ham communications 
concepts; they want to use SSB instead of FM, then convert to 
baseband and record that spectrum. Some mention of data com- 
munication was also indicated for the next European mission. 

Our own club efforts resulted in the first ham station in space 
with W5LFL’s operation aboard Columbia. That was followed by 
slow scan TV with WOORE on Challenger. We currently have 
packet hardware on the shelf for the next available flight.

U.S. Senator Barry Goldwater, K7UGA — Amateur Radio’s 
representative on Capitol Hill — retired on October 19, 1986.

(He was elected to Congress in 1952 
and has served five terms in the Senate.)

Goldwater finds the public service aspect of Amateur Radio 
the most satisfying part of the hobby. For that reason, his home 
station near Scottsdale, Arizona has run thousands of phone pat- 
ches for U.S. servicemen, many of whom were stationed in Viet 
Nam. 

K7UGA has been directly responsible for several major gover- 
nmental changes, two of which paved the way for the all-volunteer 
testing program and the joint ARRL/FCC Amateur Auxiliary.

I read with interest Jim Hirschman’s article concerning Hiram Percy Maxim’s efforts 
in regards to ham radio. I concur with most of what he said, but would like to correct the 
next to last paragraph concerning the call W1AW. It was indeed Maxim’s own call, I 
believe until his death in 1936. 

Actually, up until two events in 1936, the great floods of 1936 and the death of Hiram P. 
Maxim, the ARRL headquarters station was WIMK. W1MK was located at Brainard 
Field, at the time the West Hartford airport. When the flood destroyed the old station — 
WI1MK, the ARRL Headquarters Club station W1INF was used until the new station was 
built and put in operation at the new location. I understand that F.E. Handy held the 
license as sponsor for W1AW re-issued after Maxim’s death for use as the ARRL 
Headquarters station. 

Many of us have had the pleasure of working both W1MK and W1AW.

THOSE HAM EXAMS! 
By Dick, AAR4PP/FL 

It’s no secret that the FCC wants to escape the responsibility — 
and the expense — of administering or even structuring ham 
exams. If the FCC could turn over to the hams, themselves, 
everything from the monitoring of exams to the selection of exam 
content, it could make a couple of Congressional committees happy 
by showing that it is “streamlining” or “cutting fat’’ in Com- 
mission operations. 

You may not like this trend, but you have to recognize it: 
politicians are getting elected by promising to cut unnecessary 
government services. What constitutes “‘unnecessary”’ is seldom 
defined during campaigns, so the services which ultimately get cut 
are those which affect the smallest number of voters possible. As 
you may know, Hams are an infinitesimal statistical minority, and 
the ARRL does not have the lobbying clout of heavy hitters like the 
AFL-CIO and the U.S. Chamber of Commerce. 

Nevertheless, the ARRL is lobbying rather hard right now, and 
what it is lobbying for is the authority to take over ham 
examination responsibility. This sounds logical, if you say it real 
fast, since the ARRL presents itself as an organization dedicated to 
the advancement of Hamdom. However. . . 

The ARRL can also be perceived as an extremely aggressive and 
successful publishing house, and one of the things it publishes is 
study material for Ham exams. Here’s an interesting possibility for 
conflict of interest: the more frequently the coverage of exams is 
changed, the more new study-editions the ARRL can sell to you. Do 
you want the ARRL to take full charge? 

If you’re uncertain, you’ve got company, like Ameco and other 
publishers of Ham literature. Some fear that, if the ARRL gota 
lock on Ham examination content, it would scoop the publishers it 
competes with. 

What’s the solution? Two answers are worthless; (a) The Wayne 
Green Response (‘“‘Let’s flatten Newington!”), and the Brooklyn- 
Bridge-Buyer’s Response (‘We can always trust the ARRL to be 
selfless and open.’’). What, then, should be done? Beats me! Let’s 
start by discussing it on the air until we develop a practical

solution. We Hams should be resourceful enough to develop — and 
then insist on — whatever is best for the Country and the Ham 
community.

HANDY HOLDER FOR H-TIN YOUR CAR 

This is not a new idea but seems timely to repeat with all of the 
new HT’s and similar sized scanners many of us carry around in 
our cars today. American automobiles are ingeniously designed so 
that there is nowhere to put my O2AT or Regency HS1200 scanner 
while riding down the road and turning corners without the radios 
taking on the characteristics of a ping pong ball. For as little as 19 
cents you can pick up one of those flexible plastic cup holders at Pic 
& Sav and jam your radio down in it. The hook on the holder adapts 
well to the window well opening next to the steering wheel and stays 
put! Even better yet, cut about 1 inch or so out of the center of the 
loop of the holder. Cut a board (perhaps out of a 2 x 4) down to 1-1/2 
by 2-1/2 inches as a former block. Put the block down between the 
new prongs you created. Put mama’s hairdryer on high heat and 
form the prongs around the block so they square off into a perfect 
fit for your HT. A small propane torch will speed up the job. I bent 
mine inward slightly to cause a tighter fit on the radio. This leaves 
the front panel of your radio exposed for programming or 
whatever. It will take a while to bend the prongs under the heat but 
a little patience pays off in a very effective and convenient unit for 
carrying your radios. The rubber duckie now sticks up above the 
metal of the car and the unit is tucked up in the corner out of the 
way for easy access to the volume and squelch controls. Try it! 
You'll like it!

BEFORE 
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The first order of business is for the ham straw boss to roundup 
the amateur volunteers and head ’em out to the stable. The straw 
boss gives a sostenuto call to the saddle on the local repeater 
147.03/63 and one by one a posse assembles. Operating in the 
controlled chaos mode, the parade of hams arrives at the stable, 
dismount their horsepowers and run to obtain their assignments. 

RULE 1. Observe carefully the ground upon which you are about 
to step, and walk slowly. 

The first event is the cross-country jump. Fourteen hams mount 
their vehicles, head out in single file to the back forty. The 
procession snakes around the trees, stumps, bushes and fire-ant 
hills. At each jump a ham stays behind with the jump scorer. The 
purpose of the ham at each jump is to report any accident that 
might occur. A horse falls, drops dead or a rider is thrown and 
injured are examples of what has happened in the past and could 
again, but not this day. 

RULE 2. The jump scorer is all business and very strong. 

The scoring is golfy, that is, the lower the score the better the 
ride, with the exception that the horse, being honest, does not keep 
its own score card. There are little red flags stuck into the ground to 
mark the out-of-bounds area. 

RULE 3. Stand behind a tree. A runaway horse tends to forget 
about the little red flags. 

As mentioned before, there were 14 jump stations and there were 
14 ham radio stations. This was not a mere coincidence, the straw 
boss had the foresight to sign up 28 volunteers. 

RULE 4. When dense woods, biting bugs, snakes, mud and the 
forecast of a cold rain, increase needed person power by a factor of 
2 

This cross-country jump event went off without any serious 
accidents. The ham stations reported each jump and other ob- 
servations, that due to lack of space, go unreported. The days 
before the rains had saturated the area, but today it was only 
overcast. 

RULE 5. Snakes go to high ground in wet weather and love ham. 

There were other events in which the hams participated. The 
riders (and horses) appreciated the assistance and safety the radio 
communications offered and now understand that all radio is not 
CB. The radio operators now know what the original one hor- 
sepower four wheel drive looks like, but where do you put the gun 
rack and dogbox? 

RULE 6. Straw Boss KN4N, AA4TI, KN4Y, W4MLE, KB4IVH, 
N4MBM, WB4FAL, KA4DBZ, AA4JR, W4CUJ, N4JEL, KJ4UV, 
KB4PNQ, KB4IAJ; K4VRT, WD4PMW, AA4JS, AA4XQ, and the 
two standby base stations W4GAA and W4GAN. 146.03/63, 146.52/52.

dealer at the recent Ham/West show told us the following story 
about one of his customers who had come into his shop recently. 
The ham had received such a request only a day or two after he had 
already renewed his ticket. The computerized letter was written in 
such a way as to make the ham think that his license would not be 
renewed by the FCC unless he sent the license renewal service his 
$50. The hams working at the store explained that he did not have to 
send them anything. He was told that it costs only 22 cents to renew 
a ham license. That’s the amount of a postage stamp to mail your 
completed form 610 back to the FCC’s license processing facility in 
Gettysburg, Pennsylvania. 

Unfortunately, many of the license renewal operations are also 
headquartered in Gettysburg. In fact, many have their offices right 
in the Commission’s license processing plant. None of this is illegal, 
but many people are gullible. Don’t be one of them. 

If you get one of these lettes, use it as a reminder to call or write 
your local FCC office to get a 610 renewal form. Most VECs and 
local VE Teams can furnish them as well. Then, fill it out and send 
it back directly to the FCC at the address specified on the form 
itself. If you do, you can put that $50 toward a new rig instead. Don’t 
be fooled by any official looking letter into believing that there you 
must pay a fee to them to continue operation as a ham.

NOTICE NOVICES & TECHS! 

FCC TODAY (Feb. 10th) released the report and order in PR 
Docket 86 161, Novice Enhancement. The rules become effective 
0001 UTC March 21, 1987, a Friday night, local time. Specific rules 
changes are: 

1. Novices and Technicians may operate 28.1 through 28.5 Mhz, 
using CW and Digital Modes from 28.1 to 28.3 and CW, Digital and 
Voice Modes from 28.3 to 28.5 Mhz. Novice and Technician Control 
Operators are limited to 200 watts output in this band, but other 
licensees are not similarly limited. 

2. Novices may use up to 25 watts in the 222.10 through 223.91 Mhz 
band, with all authorized emissions. 

3. Novices may use up to 5 watts in the 1270 through 1295 Mhz 
band, with all authorized emissions. 

4. No amateur station at which the Control Operator or Station 
Licensee holds a Novice class operator license shall be in Repeater, 
Auxiliary, or Beacon Operation. 

5. Two Examiners will be required to administer future Novice 
Exams, which shall consist of 30 questions. FCC Form 610 will be 
revised to provide certification by two VEs. 

6. Present Novice and Technician licensees are grandfathered 
into the new privileges. 

7. Element 3 is divided into two parts, 3A and 3B, with each 
examination to consist of 25 questions. Present Technician 
Licensees will be given credit for having passed both Elements. In 
the future, upgrades to Technician will only have to pass Element 
3A and future Technicians upgrading to General will have to pass 
both Elements 1B, 13 Wpm, and Element 38. The complete text of 
the New Rules will appear in April QST.
